Captaln Sam Brown's River Farm,
For some vears Captain Bem Brown, the
well-known millionaire coal magnate, has
evidenced a strong love for highly bred
horses, and in, satisfyving his hobby a great
paable of jnmpers hss been gathered to-
gether, headed by the noted equine trio,
Eichmond, Trounbadour and Masterpiece.
Captain Brown owns a number of farms
in different parts of the country, and this
oune, which comprises over 5600 scres, is
known a5 “The River Farm.” It is situ-
rted on the Farette county side of the wind-
nez Menonegahela, one mile snd abalf above
ihe town of Brownsville, and a more pictur-
esque spot is not down on a map. The view
frem the summit of “Jsgiah’s Knob™ can
urves be forgotten. The river can be seen
in the distance, winding its eourse through

My sssertion has proved true, as
there is not a blade of any other unfi’ on
the meadow lots, My colored man, who
bas full charge of the stables, is & native of

the Sonth, and he assures me that the grass
thrives ss well here as on the Eentuck
meadows, I am so eminently satisfied wic
the result that preparations will be shortly
made to move all of my stock from the
Memphis and Mobile farms to this place.

A Quarter-Mile Track Under Rool.

“Alresdy orders have been given to the
builders to construct s large half-mile truj
near the present small oue, and besid
several new and spacions barns, I will have
s quarter-mile track under roof, to be
used in winter and sloppy weasher.

CASH IN WALL STREET.

Business Transacted Entirely by the
Use of Bank Checks.

FORTUNES INTRUSTED TO BOYS.

Thieves Are but Beldom Seen in the Money
Center of New York.

CAPITALISTS CARRY VERY LITTLE COIN

FOORRESFONDENCE OF THE DISPATON.]
NxEw Yorx, April 80.—The sight of money
is comparatively rare in Wall street. The
businessis wholly done by checks. There
are two reason for this: One is facility and
the other is safety. If money were nsed
not only the brokers but the ks would
have to treble their forees of clerks A
check for $100,000 or $1,000,000, or in fact
any amount—and million-dollar checks are
not at all uncommon—ean be handled ina
couple of seconds, while to count out £1,000,-
000 in bills as the denominations average
would take half a day of hard work.

Then again, if money were used Wall
street would be a thieves’ paradise, A
wall around the great finaneial center would
not keep them out. They would scale it or
tunnel it. The entire police force of New
York could not repress the stealing. Asit
is, only¥wo of Superintendent Byrnes' de-
teatives are kept In the “street,” and their
ce is little more than precantionary.
ﬁa principal occupation of the policemen
on the rﬁnln beats is to disperse er-
ings which block the wdy and to pilot pec.
ple over the crossings, . ’

Scores of messen-
ger boys are seen every day in Wall street
carrying bank books, from bheiween the
leaves of which protrude choekllggnﬁ-
ing hundreds of thousands of dollars =
boys know how worthless the checks would
be to them, and so does everybody else
tamiliar with the methods of the “street.”

Guards Placed on the Tin Boxes.

Every day at the close of business the
brokers pu:iluun boxes or stiff leather
cases the stocks and bonds which they are
“earrying” in their offices, either “on mar-
fin" for customers or as “‘coliateral” for

oans, and take them to the safe deposit
vaults for secure keeping over night. ghm
receptacles are 4

from the yanlis by clerks. The stocks and
registered bonds stand in the names of ocon-
cerns and individuals, and oconld not be
negotisted by others. . Ooupon bonds, how-
ever, are good in l.uozbod 's bands, and of
stolen the; conld not be recovered from an
innocent holder, slthough their identity
n;lght be determined by the numbers on
them,

The chief reason for the protection of the
brokers’ boxes is the trouble ihat would be
caused if one should be taken. The com-
panies that issued the securities, except the
coupon bénds, would furnish new ones but
would reqllllim bonds of indemnisy,

When the banks make deposits thg do
not pay over the sctual money. the
